Kimi-dlng a geographical empire which 
extends from the temperate to the 
arctic zones, and from the Atlantic to 
tlie Pacific, since 1873. 


Hon. Ernest Lal'olnte, minister In 


control,/remarks in a letter of Irans- 
mlttal of less tlmn thirty words that 
he Is forwarding this routine docu- 
ment. Commissioner Cortlnndt Starnes, 
In command of thq force, Is equally 
terse. 
But within those pages lie 


stories of darlnj; and devotion to duty, 
of death and crime, and of » myriad 
of prosaic deeds faithfully performed 
by a dwindling body of brave men. 


While the duties grew In volume 


last year the force grew smaller. Tha 
personnel lost 79 officers and men, rfnd 
by last September the total strength 
was 58 officers, 1,000 noncommissioned 
officers and constables nnd 543 horses.

This time a new and 'distinct uni- 


verse lias been found, and Its great dis- 
tance adds a matter of 700,000 light 
years, or about four qulntllilons of 
miles, to the greatest hnowti distance 
to anything In existence. 


Man still continues to diminish In 


relation to the general plan of tilings. 
The new universe is so far away that 
the rnys of light which reach us after 
traveling through empty space at a 
rate tli.it would 'curry them twelve 
times around the earth In ono second 
have ueen Journeying from the newly 
discovered universe to the photograph- 
ic plate of the Mount Wilson telescope 
ever since the earliest known type of 
ninn, the nppinnn of Jnva, begun evolv- 
ing from Ids altogether simian ances- 
tor nearly a million years auo. . One 
cannot 
grasp Its significance, even 


dimly. 


Stars have names, but so far as- 


tronojiiers have bad to do without 
names for universes. "X. G. C. OS22" 
has been known for many years, but 
pictures of it made by the 100-Inch 
reflecting telescope at Mount Wilson 
(Gill.) observatory have now resolved 
It Into a complete universe of suns, 
like our own stellar universe of suns 
or "stars." 
Whi'ther Ihere arc also 


planets or "worlds" cannot be said, be- 
cause at those Immense distances they 
would not be visible. 


In fact, "X. G. C. CS22" Itself Is 


wholly Invisible to the naked eye. It 
lies In the constellation known as 
Sngttlarhfs. the Archer, which Is itself 
too close lo the sun at this time of 
year to be visible. 
. . 


Visible from the southern hemis- 


phere are the Megallanlc clouds, wlilch 
are now known In be stellar systems 
wholly separate from our own and 
from the Milky Way. In apparent 
magnitude "N. G. 0. OS22" Is very 
niucli 
smaller than the ilagellanle 


clouds, but the great difference in size 
Is only apparent, for it is vastly far- 
ther away. 
In other respects it Is 


similar. 


It Is a universe, distinct and Isolnt- 


2 by distances which, when 


compared 
with 
those 
between 
the 


earth nnd other objects in our own 
universe, such, for instance, ns the 
distance to the nearest fixed star 
(EOIUC 200,000 times ns far ns from the 
inn to the earth), are even then al- 
most Incomparable.

Winds of Upper Air 


Observed by Balloons 


The Hoyal Netherlands Meteorologi- 


cal Institute at De Bill, near Utrecht, 
with branches elsewhere in Holland, 
used mull some years ago, for wind 
observations In the upper air, small 
rubber balloons, which were obtained 
from France. Then Information came 
from Paris that the manufacturer of 
these balloons could furnish no more. 
The Institute was thus reduced to the 
choice of ceasing the upper air obser- 
vations or having the balloons made In 
Holland.

ade cork culture lias shown promise 
of becoming one of the Important In 
dustrles of California. A considerable 
acreage of Spanish cork oak Is now In 
cultivation at Ihe forest plantation 
owned by the-UnlversIty of California 
and all of the trees are, It Is said 
thriving nnd growing vigorously. On 
the elder trees there la a good growth 
of young bark, some of It more than an 
Inch in thickness. 


Most of the trees are now abou 


seven years old and are from twenty 
five to thirty feet In height Mid fron 
eight to ten Inches In diameter at the 
butta. This culture hns been made In 
ordinary soil.

Mosaic Glasi 


Mosaic glass Is produced by ar- 


ranging vertically side by side threads 
or small canes of variously colored 
opaque or transparent glass, of uni- 
form lengths, so that the ends shall 
form a ground representing flowers, 
arabesques, or nny mosaic design. This 
mass Is now subiivltied to a heat suffi- 
cient to fuse the whole, all the sides 
nt the same time being pressed to- 
gether so as to exclude the air from 
the Interstices of the threads. The re- 
sult Is a homogeneous solid cane or 
cylinder, which, being cut at right an- 
gles or laterally, yields a number of 
layers: cr copies of the same uniform 
design. 
This process was practiced 


with preat skill by the ancients, who 
sre supposed to have produced pic- 
tures In this wny; but In existing 
specimens the pieces have been so ac- 
curately united, by Intense heat or 
otherwise, that the Junctures cannot 
be discovered by even a powerful mag- 
nifying glass.

The starting of an ava- 
lanche which n few years ago over- 
whelmed a cnravnn of sleighs In an 
Alpine pus? was attributed to the 
tinkle of sleigh bells, and ever since 
the use of bells on this route has 
been prohibited. Newcomers to Switz- 
erland often Inquire what purpose Is 
served hy the little barriers dotted 
about the mountain slopes. These are 
the avalanche breakers, without which 
traffic on many of the Alpine lines 
and passes would be Impossible for 
part of the year. It would he futile 
to place obstructions across the foot 
of the track taken by an avalanche. 
Once the mass has gained momentum 
It sweeps all before It. So thick stone 
barriers are built on the slopes of the 
mountains.—Detroit News.

Muliler, chief of Ihe bureau of uulimil 
Industry, who maintains Unit the il«> 
partiueht's eiTurl.i have resulted in ttie 
prevention of suffering by millions of 
animals and human being*. 


In carrVln< on experimental work 


particularly that which has fur its oh 
Jeet 
Ihe control of diseases, It Is 


necessnry to use a few animals, but 
In most cases the suffering of the sub- 
jects Is negligible If there Is nr>y at 
all. 
If the objectors had had.their 


way Ihe suffering among animals and 
human 
beings' from 
many 
causes 


would now lie Infinitely greater than 
It Is. 
A few examples should make 


this clear lo those who wish to see. 


Clean Up Texas Fever. 


l'revlo.!3 to 1900 the cuttle of our 


southern stales, an area comprising 
about 750,000 square miles, were af- 
fected with Texas fever, a disease 
which annually killed large numbers 
and which so sickened the others tlmt 
they became poor nnd were relatively 
unprofitable as producers of meat or 
milk. 
Scientists of the department, 


by the use of a few callle, discovered 
that the disease was carried from an- 
imal to animal by the blood-sucking 
cattle tick, and the natural conclusion 
was that tlte entdlcallon of the tick 
would 
mean the disappearance 
of 


Texas fever. This proved to be the 
case. The department almost Imme- 
diately undertook the stupendous task 
nf cleaning out the tick from 
the 


lerds of the Smith, and already nearly 
hroe-fourths of Ihe vnst territory has ! 
icen cleared of It by dipping Hie car- , 
le at certain Intervals In nn nrsenlcn! 
solution and keeping them ort infested 
pastures until the ticks there have 
died. 
As a result, millions of cattle 


have been permitted to live In health 
nnd comfort and lo provide whole- 
some food. 


However, the.greatest benefit from 


this discovery of the part played by 
Ihe tick wns reflected in the advance 
made in human meiilcine. The knowl- 
edge that diseases could be carried by 
insects was new to medicine and im- 
mediately led medical men to consider 
the possibility that the spread of some 
of (lie baffling diseases of' mankind 
might be explained In tills way. 
As 


a result of Investigations in which two 
physicians deliberately sacrificed their 
own lives the dreaded yellow fever 
wns found lo be carried by a certain 
kind of mosquito and control meas- 
ures were developed which have prac- 
tically wiped this plague off the face 
nf ttie earth. In the same manner It 
wns found possible to control malaria, 
nlsri carried by n mosquito, and a 
number of other devastating diseases 
have been found to be insect-borne. 
Wns the sncrllice of a few animals, 
nnd even linin.in beings, worth while? 
It seems a needless Question.
